NEW  EORh_FOR_STEAL&H^ 

The  new  form  for  steamship  and  institution  inspection  OMS  354  and  (a) 
is  now  available  in  the  Area  Supply  Offices.  This  supersedes  FPI-156 
and  FDA- 14,  formerly  used  for  this  purpose.  The  new  form  is  serially 
numbered,  of  the  fanfold  type  with  carbon  paper  inserted  and  comes  in 
.sets  of  an  original  and  5  copies., 

The  distribution  of  this  form  should  be  an  original  and  two  carbon 
copies  to  the  steamship  lines,  one  copy  to  the  local  W.SvA.  representa- 
tive and  the  remaining  copies  for  the  local  office  files.     It  is  not 
necessary  to  send  a  copy  to  the  Washington  office  nor  to  the  regional 
offices  of  PMA  or  WSA.     The  steamship  line  requires  only  two.  copies 
and  while  some  lines  have  requested  and  have  been  securing  more  copies, 
it  is  suggested  that  in  the  future  they  be  notified  that  only  the 
original  and  two  copies,  will  be  available.     The  vendc-rs  do  'not  require 
a  copy.    In  order  to  furnish  additional  copies  when  requested,  it  will 
be  desirable  for  each  office  to  requisition  the  new  form  and  to  retain 
a  few  of  the  unnumbered  copies  of  FPI-156  or  FDA-14^ 

Since  it  is  necessary  for  each  off!  ce  to  keep  a  record  of  the  disposition 
of  these  serially  numbered  forms ,  the  following  system  should  be  used  to 
record  them.     In  the  second  part  of  the  standard  record  book  the  certifi- 
cates should  be  recorded  in  numerical  order  showing  the  number,  date  of 
issuance  and  the  name  .of  the  steamship  line,  restaurant  or  institution 
to  which  issued;.     The  fee  for  each  certificate  should  be  recorded  and 
blank  spaces  used  to  record  the  receipt  of  checks  paying  the  fees.  The 
'check  number,  amount  and  date  should  be  recorded.

RELEaSE_OP  DRIED  APPLES^  ^RIC0TS_i^D_P^CIES_UpER_W5;0_16 

On  October  26  general  releases  from  the  set  aside  provisions  of  V7FQ  16 
were  issued  to  packers  in  respect  to  dried  apples,  dried  apricots  and 
dried  freestone  peaches.     This  action  was  taken  after' advice  from  the 
Quartermaster  Corps  and  otner  C-overnment  agencies  that  a  set  aside 
order  was  not  necessary  in  obtaining- their  reduced  requirements. 

BRITISH  DRIED  PRUIT  ^^I^'5^S_BEING_PimCP^SED_IlI  OPENj/kRKET 

In  accordance  with  a  memorandum  of  understanding  between  the  British 
.Food  Mission  and  the  Production  and  Marketing  Admini strati on,  purchases 
of  dried  fruits  for  United  Kingdom  are  being  made  through  commercial 
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channels.     The  Production  and  Marketing  Admini strati on  will  render 
certai  n  as  sis  tance  in  respect  to  fa  <siL4j/*a  tag  such  transactions.  Canadian 
requirements  will  also  "be  purchased  through  commercial  channels. 

STORaGE  I/IaRK-UPS  OH  EilSTERU  aPPLES

Amendment  152  to  Maximum  Price  Regulation  426,  effective  November  1, 
increases  storage  mark-ups  on  fresh  apples  in  States  other  than 
California,   Idaho,  Montana,  Oregon,  and  Washington  to  20  cents  per  box 
or  bushel  for  the  entire  month  of  November.     This  increase  .does  not 
change  the  total  for  -the  season,  it  merely  takes  5  cents  previously 
scheduled  for  Hove  fber  15  and  5  cents  from  the  scheduled  8  cents-  mark-up 
for  December  1  and  adds  then  to  the  November  1  mark-up  of  10  cents, 
providing  a  mark-up  of  20  cents  on  November  1.     The  next  mark-up  of  3 
cents  becomes  available  on  December  1.     This  increase  was  based  on 
advice  that  the  1945  apple  crop  was  harvested  earlier  than  usual  in 
the  Midwestern  and  Eastern  States  and  consequently  sales  of  such  apples 
made  during  November  will  have  incurred  greater  storage  costs  than 
originally  anticipated. 

Ai/iElJD;.iENT  TO_ixPPLE_SET-iiSIDE_0_RD)EH_ 

Amendment  1  to  T/ar  Food  Order  143,  effective  ifovember  10,  1945,  increases 
from  10  to  20  percent  the  quantity  of  sizes  175  or  180  permitted  to  be 
substituted  in  the  set-aside  of  Winesaps  and  authorizes  a  like  percentage 
substitution  in  the  Newtowns  set-aside. 

In  addition,   the  amendment  extends  the  set-aside  provision  for  Newtowns 
to  the  Wenatchee-Okanogan  District  and  to  that  portion  of  the  Yakima- 
Hood  River  District  located  in  the  State  of  Washington.     Under  the 
original  order  ,  Newtowns  were  required  to  be  set-aside  only  in  the  Hood 
River  area.     The  amendment  also  permits  a  handler  who  sells  to  a 
Governmental  agency  a  lot  of  Winesap  or  Newtown  apple's  of  sizes  other 
than  those  required  to  be  set-aside  to  receive  credit  for  such  sale 
against  the  required  set-aside  quantity  of  the  respective  variety. 

The  adjustment  in  sizes  which  handlers  are  required  to  set-aside  for 
Government  purchase  was  made  because  the  general  run  of  sizes  of  both 
Vifinesaps  and  Newtowns  in  .the  Yakima  and  Hood  River  areas  is  somewhat 
below  normal  this  season.

Purchases  of  sweetpotat_oes  in  Virginia  to 
date  total  45  cars.     No  be_ets  have  been  purchased  as- .yet  although  purchase 
of  up  to  2500  tons  has  been  authorized.     Purchase  of  up  -to.  7500  tons"  of 
topped  £a£ro_ts    in  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin  and  Indiana  have  been  authorized.

The  frozen  vegetables  subsidy  agreement  progran  for  the  1945  pack  is 
delayed  pending  action  "by  the  Stabilization  Adnini strator  on  a  proposal 
to  include  in  the  progran  subsidy  paynents  on  frozen. snap  beans,  sweet 
corn,  and  green  peas  utilized  by. the  original  freezer  in  the  manufacture 
of  other  food,  products . 

DEIOTi^TED_SWSET_P0lAT2  P^GBttid 

The  Department  has  taken  over  swe'jt  potato  dehydration  contracts  which 
were  cancelled  by  the  Amy,  as  part  of  the  price  support  program  to  which 
it  is  committed  by  the  Steagall  amendment.     Hr.  John  Stearns  of  the 
Processed  Foods  Inspection  Service  is  on  special  assignment  with  the 
Vegetable  Division  and  will  make  periodic  visits  during  the  production 
period  to  all  plants  engaged  in  dehydrating  sweet  potatoes. 

SUBSIDY  HSFUJDS  0H_^OBIS_OT  CAH^EDJTEG-ETiiSLES 

Although  canned  snap  beans,   sweet  corn,  peas,  and  tomatoes  sold  in  the 
domestic  trade  and  to  V-  S.   territories  and  possessions  are  eligible  for 
subsidy  paynents  from  CCC  funds,   export  sales  are   rpt  eligible.  A 
procedure  has  been  worked  out  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of 
Commerce  for  refunding  by  the  exporter  to  CCC  of  any  subsidies  which  have 
been  paid  to  the  canner.     Both  exporters  and  canners  who  are  selling  for 
export  will  be  required  to  file  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Subsidy 
Clearance.     Field  offices  of  the  Branch  will  accept  these  applications 
and  issue  the  certificates.     Exporters  and  canners  will  be  required  to 
present  them  to  the  U.   S,  Customs  Office  before  the  shipments  may  clear 
for  export.     In  the  case  of  a  canner  exporting  merchandise  packed  by 
him,  no  payment  of  refunds  will  be  involved  since  no  subsidy  will  have 
been  paid  on  such  shipments.     Che  Effective    date  after  which  subsidy 
refunds  will  be  required  and  the  procedure  required  of  exporters  will  be 
explained  in  a  Department  of  Commerce  export  bulletin  to  be  issued  soon.
